SCHEDULE 

KANDLA PORI TRUST 
Sub : Kandla Port Employees (General Provident 
Fund) Regulations, 1964. 

No. FAjGNj 11 KXGPF).—In exercise of the 
powers conferred under section 28 of Major Port 
Trust Act, 1963(38 of 1963), the Board of Trustees 
of the Port of Kandla hereby makes the following 
Regulations further to amend the Kandla Port Emp¬ 
loyees (General Provident Fund Regulations, 1964, 
namely :— 

1. These Regulations may be called Kandla Port 
Employees (General Provident Fund) Amendment 
Regulations, 1987. 

2. They shall apply to all Port employees who arc 
governed by the General Provident Fund Scheme 
and shall come into force from the date of its publi¬ 
cation in the official gazette. 

3. In Regulation 23, 

3(i) The following proviso shall be inserted under 
sub-regulation (2)— 

“Provided that where no manager has been ap¬ 
pointed and the person to whom the sum 
is payable is certified by a Magistrate to be 
a lunatic, the payment shall be under die 
orders of the Collector be made in terms 
of sub-section (If of Section 95 of the 
Indian Lunency Act, 1912, to the person 
having oharge of such lunatic and the Ac¬ 
counts Officer shall pay only the amount 
which he thinks fit to the person having 
charge of the lunatic and the surplus, >f 
any, or such part thereof, as he thinks fit, 
shall be paid for the maintenance of such 
member of the lunatic’s family as arc de¬ 
pendent on him for maintenance.” 

(ii) For the existing sub-regulation (31 the follow¬ 
ing shall be substituted namely :— 

“(3) Payments of the amounts withdrawn shall 
be made in Tndia only. The persons to 
whom the amounts are payable shall make 
their own arrangements to receive payment 
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in India. The following procedure shall 
be adopted for claiming payment by a 
subscriber, namely :— 

(i) To enable a subscriber to submit an ap¬ 
plication for withdrawal of the amount 
in the Fund, the Head of Office shall 
send to every subscriber necessary forms 
either one year in advance of the date 
on which the subscriber attains the age 
of superannuation, or before the date of 
his anticipated retirement if earlier, with 
instructions that they should he return¬ 
ed to him duly completed within a period 
of one month from the date of receipt of 
the forms by the subscriber. The subs¬ 
criber shall submit the application to the 
Accounts Officer through the Head of 
Office or Department for payment of 
the amount in the fund. The applica¬ 
tion shall be made :— 

(a) for the amount standing to his credit 
in the Fund as indicated in the Ac¬ 
counts Statement for the year ending 
one year prior to the date of his super¬ 
annuation, or his anticipated date of 
retirement, or 

(b) for the amount indicated in his ledger 
account in case the Accounts state¬ 
ment has not been received by tbe 
subscriber. 

(ii) The Head of Office|Depaitmenl shall 

forward application to the Accounts 
Officer indicating the advance taken and 
recoveries effected against the advances 
which are current and the number of 
instalments yet to be recovered in respect 
of each advance and also indicate the 
withdrawals, if any, taken by the subs¬ 
criber. 

(iii) The Accounts Officer shall after verifica¬ 
tion with the ledger account issue autho¬ 
rity for the amount indicated in tbe ap¬ 
plication at least a month before the 
date of superannuation but payable on 
the date of superannuation. 

(iv) The authority mentioned in clause (iii) 
will constitute the first instalment of pay¬ 
ment. A second authority for payment 
will be issued as soon as possible after 
superannuation. This will relate to the 
contribution made by the subscriber sub¬ 
sequent to the amount mentioned in the 
application submitted under clau (i) 
plus the refund of instalments against 
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advances which are current at the time 
of first application. 

(v) After forwarding the application for final 
payment to the Accounts Officer, ad¬ 
vance! withdrawal may be sanctioned but 
the amount of advance|withdrawal shall 
be drawn on authorisation from the Ac¬ 
counts Officer concerned who shall 
arrange this as soon as the formal sanc¬ 
tion of sanctioning authority is received 
by him.” 


(iii) For the existing Explanation under sub-regu¬ 
lation (3) the following shall be substituted, name¬ 
ly :— 

“Explanation.—When the amount standing to the 
credit of a subscriber has become payable under re¬ 
gulation 20, 21 or 22, the Accounts Officer shall 
authorise, prompt payment of the amount in the 
manner indicated in sub-regulation (3).”
